Arraigned After Arrest, She 
Says She Undertook 
Something but ‘ Guess I 
Overreached Myself.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Laura Ingall8, noted woman flyer, 
Was arraigned today on a charge 


of failure to register as a foreign 
agent in connection with alleged 
activities on behalf of the German 
Government. 

Needham Turnage, United States 
Commissioner, fixed Miss Ingalls’ 
bond at $7500 and postponed the 
arraignment hearing until Dec, 26 
after she asked for tigne to consult 
an attorney. 

The flyer said she had no money 
and a Government official said she 
would be taken to the District of 
Columbia jail. 

Miss Ingalls told the Commis- 
sioner that she had been arrested 
yesterday by Federal Bureau ‘af In- 
vestigation agents and held- in a 
small room without sleep. She said 
that they had declined to answer 
her questions, or let her speak to 
anyone and had taken away her

Names of 
the dead were not learned. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
The War Department announced 
today an Army plane carrying 
Maj. Gen. Herbert A. Dargue, 
commander of the First Air Force, 
had been missing since Dec. 12 on 
a transcontinental flight. 

There were seven other passen- 
gers in the plane, five of them of- 
ficers and two enlisted men. 

Secretary of War Stimson said 
the ship was last reported near 
Palmdale, Cal, and it was be- 
lieved that it had crashed or been 
forced down in that vicinity. 

Gen. Dargue, a veteran flying 
officer, usually pilots his own 
plane.

U.S. Pilot Dives

Other Exploits of 
Flyers in Philip- 
pines Related.

MANILA, Dec. 18 (AP). — The 
roster of Amerjcan air heroes is 
growing daily as these stout young 
pilots add to the list of 70 Japanese 
planes already officially announced 
as destroyed in fighting for the 
Philippines. 

Most of the time Americang live 
through their cloud battles under 
the semi-tropical sun. Sometimes 
they do not. Capt. Colin P. Kelly 
Jr. was one of the first to die, in 
seriously damaging and causing the 
subsequent sinking of the 29,000- 
ton Japanese battleship Haruna. 

Another who has given his life 
was Lieut. Samuel Meritt, who led 
his squadron in an attack on Japa- 
nese naval transports attempting 
to land troops on Luzon, Two ene- 
my vessels burst into flame as 
Merrit and his companions dropped 
their bombs and followed with low- 
level strafing attacks, In the final 
dive, Meritt flew squarely into the 
side of a third Japanese transport, 
which blew up. 

Lieut. J. D. Dale repeatedly at- 
tacked another group of Japanese 
transports, silencing their anti-air- 
craft weapons with machine-gun 
fire which drove the crews to cover 
and smashed the Japanese guns, 
Dale then dived on the enemy land- 
ing barges, causing heavy casual- 
ties among the Japanese troops at- 
tempting to reach the shore through 
the surf. He was unhurt. 

Under heavy machine-gun fire of 
attacking enemy planes First 
Lieut. Joseph Moore led a group 
of pilots to their grounded planes. 
Moore’s squadron got four planes

LOST AT HAWALL 
JAPANESE ADMIT 


29 Planes Also Failed to 
Return, Navy © Says— 
Claims 5 U. S. Battle- 
ships Were Sunk. 


TOKYO, Dec, 18 (Official Radio 
Received by AP).—The Japanese 
naval command. admitted today 
that five of its “special type” sub- 
marines failed to return from the 
Dee. 7 attack on the United States 
Hawaiian naval base at Pearl Har- 
bor. 

(Apparently the craft referred to 
were Japan’s 41-foot, two-man sub- 
marines, one of which was cap- 
tured in the attack while another 
was destroyed. The submarines, 
electrically powered, have a range 
of 200 miles.) 

The Japanese also admitted loss 
of. 29 planes at Pearl Harbor and 
said a United States aircraft car- 
rier which on Dec. 8 had been re- 


AXIS LIBYA ARMY 
IN FULL RETREAT. 
BRITISH REPORT 


Italian-German Front Brok- 
en in 5-Day Battle in 
Which They Used Last 
Resources, Cairo Says. 


CAIRO, Dec. 18 (AP).—The Axis 
-front in Eastern Libya has been 
completely. shattered after five 
days of fierce combat, and the 
panzer forces of the Germans, with 
their surviving Italian comrades, 
are in full vetreat, the British 
Middle East command announced 
today. 

The British said they were pur- 
suing the Axis forces relentlessly. 

Thus victory seemed to have 
crowned the British and Allied 
offensive into the Italian territory 
one month to the day from the 
time British armored forces 
wheeled into their second Libyan 
offensive.

$10,077,000,000 Measure. 
Stimson apparently referred to 
the $10,077,000,000 military appro- 
priations bill signed today by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. It provided for a 
net increase of 277,026 in the 
Army’s enlisted strength, bringing 
to 1,804,934 the total for whom ap- 
propriations were made. It also in- 
cluded funds for 27,095 additional 
commissioned officers and 5765 
more warrant officers. 

Brig. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, as- 
sistant chief of staff for person- 
nel, recently told a Senate heare 
ing that the Army would be ex4 
panded as rapidly as equipment 
could be obtained. He said there 
was no “set number in view.” 
“Four million men isn’t an army 
today,” he asserted, adding that 
the air force alone would require 
a million men, “before we are

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s industry- 
jabor conference recessed after an 
hour’s session today so representa- 
tives of labor, management and 
Government could meet separately 
to draft recommendations for car- 
rying out the President’s request 
for a non-strike agreement for the 
duration of the war. 

The conferees agreed to resume 
discussions as a full 26-man board 
later. Chairman William H. Davis 
told reporters that each group 
would submit its own proposals at 
that time. 


PRESIDENT’S STRONG 
PLEA TO CONFEREES

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's industry-labor 
commission of 26 members — 12 
from organized labor, 12 from in- 
dustry and two “moderators” rep- 
resenting the public—resumed its 
labors today under the stern in- 
junction from him that a way 
“MUST” be found to insure the 
unbroken production of goods for 
the war effort. 

The commission was created by 
the President to work out a for- 
mula for the prevention of any 
kind of stoppage of work, any- 
where,” during the emergency. 
William H. Davis, chairman of the 
National Defense Mediation Board, 
is the chairman, or moderator, and 
acting as his associate is Senator 
Elbert D. Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Education and Labor. ee: 
ing the representatives from indus- 
try, who comprise some of the 
leading industrialists of the coun- 
try, are six executives of the AFL, 
headed by William Green, and six 
CIO leaders headed by Philip 
Murray. 

At the end of the first day’s ses- 
sion late yesterday, Davis would 
say only that the “tone of the 
meeting” had been “excellent.” He 
declined to prophesy whether 
they would meet the President's 
urgent request that a “unanimous 
agreement” be reached by tonight 
or, at the latest, by tomorrow 
hight. 

Meeting With Roosevelt. 

Between an initial meeting of a 
few minutes yesterday morning 
and a three-hour discussion in the 
afternoon, the conferees visited the 
White House and heard from 
Roosevelt a 15-minute extemporan- 
eous talk telling in pungent phrases 
what Congress, the country and 
the President expected. 

In the background—though the 
President did not say so—was the 
prospect that if a voluntary non- 
strike agreement failed to come 
out of the conference, Congress 
would proceed to the enactment of 
anti-strike legislation along the 
lines of the Smith bill, which al- 
ready has been passed by the 
House. 

The President, however, uttered 
no threat of legislative action. He 
said only that “the Congress is 
looking at you.” He made a telling 
appeal to reason and to patriotism 
~-the more telling because of the 
homely phrases in which it was 
couched. The speech was Roose- 
velt at his best. It is short, and 
deserves to be read in full. 

He began by warning the con- 
ference— and the nation—against

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Fled in Nightclothes to 
Old Gun Emplacement 
for Shelter, Wife of Rear 
Admiral P. N. L. Bel- 
~~ Tinger Relates. 


On the morning of Dec. 7 Mrs. 
Patrick: N. L. Bellinger, wife of 
Rear Admira] Bellinger, command- 
er of a patrol wing of the. Navy 
Air Corps at Pearl Harbor, awoke 
shortly after 7 o’clock, saw it 
was a cloudy, cool day and wished 
she hadn’t planned a swimming 
party for that afternoon. 
Half an hour later the Japanese 
attack came with savage sudden- 
ness. She saw it first when she 
heard the bark of the anti-aircraft 
guns on the ships not more than 
a half block away from her house 
on Ford Island. Then the phone 
rang and she heard her husband 
say: “Is it really?” 
Mrs. Bellinger, a former St. Lou- 
isan, arrived here yesterday with 
her two youngest chiliren—having 
come from Hawaii by clipper-rand 
today she gave a Post-Dispatch 
reporter one of the first eyewit- 
ness accounts of the start of the 
Pacific war. 

Watched Planes Attack. 
As Admiral Bellinger jumped into 
his car to drive to headquarters, 
Mrs, Bellinger was still incredulous. 
“They wouldn’t dare,” she repeat- 
ed. “They wouldn’t dare.” But she 
knew very well they had dared. 
Ste looked out the window of her 
flimsy planked house and saw the 
planes with the Rising Sun em- 
blem diving on the ships in the 
harbor. 
She routed daughters Patricia, 
14 years old, and Eleanor, 11, out 
of bed and rushed with them to 
the abandoned Army gun emplace- 
ment, just a few feet downhill from 


shelter. All were in night clothes. 
Patricia stopped long enough to 
grab a lipstick. 

The old emplacement is a long, 
partially underground concrete 
corridor, open at both ends. The 
children had used it to play hide 
and seek. Now it was filling up 
with officers’ wives and officers’ 
children, almost all in _ night 
clothes. 

“They were white-faced,” Mrs. 
Bellinger said. “I kept thinking, 
what if this caves in and we're 
covered up. Will I be able to stand 


it?” ' 
Lights Go Out. 

Only a few cried. In a few min- 
utes the lights went out and the 
water went off. 

The raid lasted for three hours, 
until just before 11 o’clock. 
Through the small observation 
slits in the gun emplacement the 
women watched as Japanese planes 
skimmed the palm trees and

strafed the streets of the naval 
base. 

Toward the end of the raid, en- 
listed men from ships which had 
gone down came into the shelter. 
They had swum ashore. When the 
Japanese were gone, Admiral Bel- 
linger sent over to see how the 
women were. They sent back word 
they were fine, but hungry. En- 
listed men went out to raid the 
pantry shelves in the officers 
homes, came back with piles of 
canned goods. 

They passed around tomato 
juice, giving all a sip to wet their 
parched throats. One man opened 
cans at random. He handed them 
out, saying: “You better take this, 
you don’t know when you'll eat 
again.” 

The first can Mrs. Bellinger got 
was candied yams. The woman 
next to her got clams. 

Roof of Home Punctured. 

An hour after the raid was over 
the women and children were al- 
lowed to go back to their homes. 
Mrs. Bellinger found the thin. roof 
of her house punctured by shrap- 
nel and machine gun bullets. 

What happened in a military way 
at Pearl Harbor, Mrs. Bellinger 
couldn’t discuss. But she saw 
American ships go down and saw 
the terrific anti-aircraft fire which 
the American boats sent up. She 
wondered how the Japanese failed 
to sink one vessel which they at- 
tacked with abandon. - She saw the 
men from the lost ships struggling 
to get back on shipboard and fight. 

Sunday afternoon was quiet, but 
that night there was another alarm, 
which turned out to be false. The 
American guns barked all night, 
setting up a display which the 
éhildren thought was better than 
Fourth of July.

“Every time after that when 
there was an alarm,” Mrs. Bellin- 
ger said, “I shivered and my teeth 
chattered. I wasn’t afraid; I knew 
perfectly well that I wasn’t. I 
guess it’s just a reflex action, I'd 
read about the raids in London and 
I thought I knew about them. But 
you don’t really know until you've 
been in one.” 

‘Husband Gone Three Days. 


The next time Mrs. Bellinger 
saw her husband was on Tuesday 
night when he came back from 
headquarters. He brought a buck- 
et of water from the swimming 
pool so he could shave. Electricity 
had been put back on Monday, but 
Wwaaer wasn’t restored = until 
Wednesday. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. . Bel- 
linger went in to Honolulu and 
saw some of the bomb hits in the 
civilian section. But there were 
very few. The Japanese had 
saved most of their ammunition 
for military targets. 

On Saturday morning Mrs. Bell- 
inger got word that a PanAmeri- 
can clipper was going back to the 
mainland. She got passage along 
with some other Navy wives and 
children and some of the Pan- 
American persomhel. The plane 
was blacked-out, but the 16-hour 
trip to San Francisco was unevent- 
ful. 

Mrs. Bellinger, the former Mi- 
riam Benoist, is now visiting her 
brother and sister-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Francois Benoist, 4620 Persh- 
ing avenue. Her son, Frederick 
Wells Bellinger, is a student at 
St. Louis University High School. 
Her older daughter, Miriam, a stu- 
dent at Georgetown Visitation Con- 
vent, will be here for the holidays. 
Admiral Bellinger, now 56, is one 
of the Navy’s first flyers. De- 
tailed to take flying instruction in 
1912, he was the eighth officer to 
be designated a naval aviator. In 
1919, as a Captain, he commanded 
the NC-1 on the historic Atlantic 
flight along with the NC-3 and 
NC-4. Only the NC-4 got to Eu- 
rope. The NC-1 landed on the wa- 
ter near the Azores and the crew 
was rescued by a Greek steamer.

He prayed that nothing of 
that.sort would be required over 
here, but “speed, and more speed, 
is essential” Any kind of stop-| 
page of work might slow up -the 
war effort.

He said the country would con- 
tinue to make progress toward a 
better spread of earnings, toward 
better working conditions, but, he 
added, “let us agree that during 
this war we won’t hold things up.” 
The primary thing was “to keep 
the work g@ing.” 

“T can’t tell you the details,” he 
went on, “but we can look for the 
employment during the coming 
year of 1942 of millions of new 
workers in defense. We have got 
to protect them. We have got to 
keep things going. We can’t have 
stoppages.” 

He told of the vital American 
freedoms that are threatened, and 
again asked for an agreement as 
fast as it could possibly be reached. 
After the war we could go back 
to Kilkenny fighting if we liked, 
but for.the duration of the war we 
needed “some sort of an agreement 
so that we all can shake hands.” 

“The country,” concluded the 
President, “is looking to you. I am

Driver and 7 Others In-

The youths were returning to 
Marshall from Oblong, where they 
had been working on an NYA 
project. 

“The bus suddenly began to 
weave,” said Layton in a Robinson 
hospital. Then it overturned, 
skidded about 40 feet and “burst 
into a mass of flames.” 

Layton said he ran to the rear 
of the bus, but couldn’t get out, so 
broke a window. He doesn’t remem- 
ber how he escaped.

-3-POINT HOLD ON CHINA SEA 


Makes Future Recovery of Area by British 
and U. S. Fleets More Difficult — 
Potential Oil a Factor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18,—Ja- 
pan’s seizure of the Sarawak pe- 
troleum field in British Borneo not 
only’ gives the invaders a grasp 
upon,.a potential oil supply, but 
completes a three-point control of 
a large section of the south China 
Sea. The first point is Pointe de 
Camau, at the extreme southern 
tip of Indo-China; the second is 
Kota Bharu on the Malay Penin- 
sula; the third is the landing spot, 
possibly Brunei, in Borneo, whence 
the Japanese invaded the oil field 
to the south. 

As a result: The work of recov- 
ering this area by restored British 
and American fleets is made one 
degree more difficult; Manila is a 
little more isolated than before. 

The Sarawak oil- field is one of 
three in Borneo and the least fruit- 
ful. The others are on the east 
shore, in Dutch territory,-:at Sara- 
wan and north of Balikpapan, the 
chief Dutch base on the island, 
of which the Dutch own about 
three-fourths. 

Six Months to Get Oil. 

Yet what’ the Japanese have 
taken will be a.godsend to them 
if the wells have not been com- 
pletely dynamited or filled up with 
cement. American experts believe 
that to ropen properly destroyed 
or blocked wells takes more time 
than to drill new ones. Unless the 
Japanese already have machinery 
for this purpose ready to be landed 
and put to work at a week’s notice, 
it will be more than six months be- 


fore they can begin to get oil. 

During this time it was expected 
that. their plans would be up- 
set by their enemies, including the 
United States. But these expecta- 
tions were based on the supposi- 
tion that the democracies would 
have and retain control of the 
western Pacific, which is not the 
case today. 

Brunei itself is a tiny territory 
belonging to the Straits Settle- 
ments, set in the territory of the 
“White Rajah of Sarawak,” Sir 
Charles Vyner Brooke, and off the 
coast lies the green island of La- 
buan. Flying from Manila to Sing- 
apore, the clipper on which I was a 
passenger dipped and wheeled 
above Labuan. There had been 
talk of making Labuan a regular 
clipper stop and the pilot wished 
to see the lay of the land. The idea 
was abandoned. 

Singapore’s Difficult Position. 

Singapore's position is obviously 
more difficult. The British troops 


in the North have failed to halt the 


Japanese advance, as one might 


have expected in the absence of 


naval support, 

Unquestionably, neither Great 
Britain nor the United States has 
any intention of allowing the Jap- 
anese to take Singapore. There are 
plenty of troops and material for 
safeguarding Singapore available 
in other places and the problem is 
one of getting them there in time. 
If this requires the sacrifice of less 
important places, the two govern- 
ments are apparently prepared to 
make it. ae

Whose Wives Are Self-Supporting 


Assistant Staff Chief Says Force of 4,000,000 
Is Not Enough—Gen, Hershey Urges 
Allowances for Dependents. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP),— 
The Government is preparing to 
draft men whose wives are self- 
supporting, the Senate was told to- 


day, aS military leaders made 
known their view that this coun- 
try must have an army much 
larger than 4,000,000 men. 

“Four million men isn't an army 
today,” Brig. Gen. Wade H. 
Haislip, assistant chief of staff for 
personnel, told the Senate Military 
Committee. The army will be ex- 
panded as rapidly as equipment 
can be obtained, he said, “without 
any set number in view.” 

A system of allowances for the 
families of married men inducted 
into service was advocated by 
Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, di- 
rector of the selective cervice sys- 
tem. He said the attitude of draft 
boards toward dependency and 
hardship cases must “inevitably” 
become tighter. 

However, about 1000 farm boys 
inducted into the army will be re- 
turned to farms this spring, he 
announced, adding that induction 
of many farm youths ‘ would 
threaten vital agricultural produc- 
tion. 

The testimony of both officers, 
given at a closed committee ses- 
sion, reached the Senate in printed 
form today. 

Gen. Hershey’s proposed system 
of allowances would be modeled, 
he explained, on the World War

Under the present law, only men 
from 21 through 35 can be drafted. 

Before shouting unanimous ap- 
proval of its measure, the House, 
rejected, 173 to 113, a compromise 
proposal to bring 20-year-olds into 
the draft. A previous attempt to 
make the minimum 19 was smoth- 
ered, 175 to 53. 

‘Senator Downey (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia, abandoned an attempt in 
the Senate to send the draft ex- 
pansion bill back to the committee. 
This is the bill which calls for 
registration of all men from 18 to 
64, inclusive, and makes men from 
19 to 44, inclusive, subject to ac- 
tive service. 

Downey had said that if more 
than 1,000,000 men were inducted 
in the Army in the next year they 
would train with broomsticks, 
sleep on the ground and be with- 
out officers to guide them.” 

When Downey abandoned his ef- 
fort, Senator Danaher (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, thereupon asked the Sen- 
ate to increase the minimum age 
for compulsory service from 19, 
approved by the Senate Commit- 
tee, to 21 years, the present age 
and the minimum approved yester- 
day in the House. 

Joint Conference Likely. 

It seemed probable that the fi- 
nal form of the legislation would 
be worked out by a joint confer- 
ence committee of the two cham- 
bers. Senator Pepper (Dem.), Flor- 
ida, an administration supported, 


|}told reporters he did not believe 


the -Senate would be willing to 
compromise on a 20-year draft 
minimum. 

“Of course, it ig not good to have 
to take boys of 19 and 20 out of 
school,” Pepper said. “But they

TANK FORMATION 


Medium, Light Weapons in 
One Battalion Expected 
to Make Division Strong- 
est in World. 


FORT KNOX, Ky. Dec. 18 
(AP) —“The reorganized United 
States armored division will be the 
most powerful the world has ever 
seen,” Maj. Gen, Jacob L. Devers, 
chief of the armored force, .said 
yesterday. 

His statement followed the dem- 
onstration of a combination me- 
dium and light tank battalion, rep- 
resenting one of the strengthened 
regiments of the reorganized ar- 
mored divisions. 

The special battalion, composed 
of two companies of medium (30- 
ton) tanks and one company of 
light (14-ton) tanks of the Ar- 
mored Division, combined for the 
first time and under a single bat- 
talion commander, maneuvered in 
an attack formation followed by 
closely supporting infantry 
self-propelled artillery. 
“Besides the increase in the num- 
ber and proportion of medium 
tanks,” Gen. Devers said, “the ar- 
mored divisions will have self-pro- 
pelled artillery and an anti-tank 
battalion. Also, they will be more 
flexible in command, having two 
Brigadier Generals under the divi- 
sion commander, a Major General. 
The manner in which these plans 
have been put into effect by the 
First Armored Division. proves 
that they are easily adaptable to 
the present set-up in the other ar- 
mored divisions will not necessitate 
mored divisions.” 

“The reorganization of the ar- 
new or different training of the 
personnel,” Gen. Devers added, 
“and therefore will not slow up 
their preparation for combat.” 
The fire power of the division 
will be greatly increased by two 
major changes in the weapons. The 
number of guns and Howitzers— 
37, 75 and 105 millimeter—will be 
increased from 429 to 752, and the 
replacement of many of the .45 
caliber automatic pistols and .30 
rifles by the carbine rifle, a .45 
caliber automatic weapon capable 
of firing many times more. bullets 
per minute than the pistol, the 
Armored Force announced. 

The present. three-tank regi- 
ments of the armored divisions, 
two light and one medium, will 
be revamped into two ‘tank regi*’ 
ments, each containing two bat- 
talions of medium tanks and one 
battalion of light tanks. This will 
increase the number of medium 
tanks from 108 to 232 and decrease 
the number fo light tanks from 
273 to 158. 

Probably the most far-reaching 
changes, the announcement said, 
are the addition of an anti-tank 
battalion, and the use of se]f-pro- 
pelled artillery. The anti-tank bat- 
talion will consist of 27 self-pro- 
pelled 37 millimeter anti-tank guns, 
a large number of self-propelled 
75 millimeter guns, and 105 milli- 
meter Howitzer artillery. This 
unit is the result of the new plan 
of anti-tank defense in which the 
guns search out the tanks, rather 
than remain in a stationary posi- 
tion. 

The man power strength of the 
armored divisions will remain un- 
changed at 12,697 officers and men.

Senate Told It Accepted 
House-Approved Farm 
Price Level — Revised 
Rent-Freezing Clause. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Senator Brown (Dem.), Michigan, 
told the Senate today that a Bank- 
ing sub-committee had agreed to 
eccept a provision in the House- 
approved price control bill under 
which farm prices could not be 
fixed at a level lower than market 
quotations of last Oct. 1. 

Although Brown did not elabo- 
rate on the sub-committee’s action 
on the price control bill, other 
members said the group decided 
to leave to the full Banking Com- 
mittee the question of whether the 
floor under farm prices should be 
only 100 per cent of parity, or 110 
per cent, as the House voted. 

The House wrote into the meas- 
ure a third pfovision that farm 
prices should not be fixed below 
the average level of such com- 
modities from 1919 to 1929. A Sen- 
ator who asked not to be quoted 
by name said the majority of the 
subcommittee appeared to be op- 
posed to this provision. 

The subcommitte accepted, 
Brown said, a provision of the 
House bill giving the Government 
limited power to buy and sell com- 
modities to support prices. It re- 
vised the measure to provide that 
rents might be frozen as of a date 
not earlier than April 1, 1940, the 
date fixed by the House. This had 
the effect of permitting the Price 
Administrator to choose a later 
date,

Senate Witness Admits 
Making Small Payment 
to Man Suing Cannon 
Makers for $687,000. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
An executive of the Empire Ord- 
nance Corporation testified today 
that Charles West, former Under 
Secretary in.the Interlor Depart- 
ment, had performed no service 
for the company and had done for 
it “nothing except cause us all 
this trouble.” 

Testifying before the Senate De- 
fense Investigating Committee, 
Frank Cohen, Empire treasurer, 
acknowledged that West had re- 
ceived a total of $4900 from the 
organization but said this was be- 
cause “I was a good.natured damn 
fool, that’s all.” 


In response to a question by 
Chairman Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the investigating commit- 
tee, Cohen denied that he had em- 
ployed West to “fix” the Ordnance 
Department of the Army. 

“There was nothing to fix there,” 
Cohen told the committee, adding 
that the Ordnance Department had 
advised his company to obtain a 
contract from the British, so there 
could be no question as to clear- 
ance for such an order. 


West testified yesterday that 
Cohen employed him as a business 
cOnsultant and that part of his 
work was to advise the Empire 
company on how to obtain clear- 
ance for doing business with the 
British. 

West said he had brought suit to 
collect 1 per cent on $70,000,000 of 
business done by the Empire Cor- 
poration, which he said was sup- 
posed to have been paid him for 
his services. West is trying to 
collect a total of $687,000 which he 
says the corporation still owes him, 

Cohen testified that he met West 
through a Dan Duffy, a Cleveland 
attorney who was employed in con- 
nection with anticipated British 
contracts last fall. 

“Mr, Duffy said Mr. West was 
helping him,” Cohen declared. 

The witness said he “paid some 
expenses” for West, including hotel

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Living costs of moderate income 
families in St. Louis increased 
nine-tenths of 1 per cent from Oct. 
15 to Nov. 15, as compared to the 
average nation-wide rise of seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent, the Labor 
Department reports. 

No figures were available on 
changes in living costs since the 
United States entered the war, but 
from the outbreak of the war in 
Europe up to Nov. 15 the average 
increase in living costs ina&athe 
country was 11.8 per cent. his 
brought the index of cost of goods 
purchased by wage earners and 
lower-salaried workers to the high- 
est point since December, 1930.

Problem Is Being Studied 
in Light of Present and 
Future Conditions, 
Directors Declare. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. Dec. 18 
(AP).—Faced with a war-impelled 
academic speed-up, athletic direc- 
tors of the ivy-clad “Big Three” 
yesterday studied the possibility of 
a curtailment of intercollegiate 
sports activities at Harvard, Yale 
and Princeton. 

The question was thrust sharply 
upon them by an unofficial an- 
nouncement from Dartmouth that 
it would abandon its spring ath- 
letic program. The Hanover In- 
dians regularly have engaged the 
“Big Three” in baseball and track. 

Only William J. Bingham, ath- 


letic director at Harvard, would 
say flatly that his university would 
“carry on.as usual.” Athletic Di- 
rector Ogden D. Miller, of Yale, 
said the situation was being stud- 
ied, and Kenneth R. Fairman, 
Princeton’s athletic head, said the 
Tigers, too, were undecided just 
what the effect of the educational 
speed-up would be. Apparently re- 
liable reports persisted that a “Big 
Three” conference would be held 
shortly. 

All members of the “Big Three” 
have announced that they would 
remain open summer and winter, 
with the idea of graduating classes 
in three years rather than four be- 
cause of the war. Dartmouth, how- 
ever, already has stated it would 
telescope the remainder of the cur- 
rent college year, releasing all of 
its men between May 1 and 10. 

It was Harry Hillman, Dart- 
mouth track coach, who said last 
night the Indians would drop baSe- 
ball and track this spring. 

“T have not heard anything of- 
ficial from Dartmouth about can- 
céling its spring sports,” Bingham 
said. “As far as Harvard is con- 
cerned, it will attempt to complete 
all of the athletic schedules it has 
arranged from now until the final 
event of the current year, the 
Harvard-Yale boat race in June.” 

Bingham, however, conceded that 
future developments may force 
Harvard to curtail suddenly. 

“It is difficult to make any long 
range predictions,” he said, “but 
just now we are prepared to carry 
On as usual.” 

Miller told newsmen in New 
Haven that “our total problem now 
is being studied in the light of 
present and possible future con- 
ditions, but no “ae sion has been 
reached regarding the actual pro- 
gtam of athletic activities which 
Yale will carry in the next college 
year.” 

At Princeton Fairman responded 
in a similar key. but recalled that 
President Harold W. Dodds had 
told students on Monday that phys- 
ical conditioning was necessary, in- 
cluding “as strong a program of 
athletics as possible.”

Another pair of Brownies, Don 
Heffner, at second, and Harlond 
Clift, third, finished second to the 
veteran Charley Gehringer and 
Ken Keltner, at their respective 
positions. Heffner fielded .974 to 
Gehringer’s .982, while Clift had a 
mark of .959 against the leading 
971 for the Indians’ hot corner 
guardian. : 

As a team, the Browns finished 
second to Cleveland, with a mark 
of .975 against .976. 

Seven Records Broken. 

‘Seven records were broken or 
equaled in the 1941 season, and ac- 
counting for almost half of them 
was the veteran Bill Dickey, New 
York Yankee catcher, 

Dickey, for the thirteenth year, 
caught 100 or more games—a major 
league record. The fact his achieve- 
ment came in successive years was 
another new mark. He tied a third 
unassisted against St. Louis on 
June 8. 

In addition, Dickey led all 

catchers in fielding with .994, the 
same figure that won him a tie 
for first last season.

Lou Boudreau, 
new Cleveland manager, again led 
the shortstops with .966, while 
McQuinn again topped the first 
sackers. 

Other fielding highlights of the 
year included: The eight teams 
fielded at a .972 average, two points 
better than last season... . Kree- 
vich (outfielder) played 77 consecu- 
tive games without an error, Gehr- 
inger (infielder) 40. Of the 
infielders, other than first base- 
men, Washington’s Jimmy Blood- 
worth had the most total chances, 
840. Chicago’s Joe Kuhel led the 
first sackers with 1562, Philadel- 
phia’s Sam Chapman the outfield- 
ers with 452, and Chicago’s Mike 
Tresh the catchers in both total 
chances, 580, and putouts, 488... . 
Phil Rizzuto participated in 109 of 
the Yankees’ 196 double plays... .

For with the war creating an. un-

sports, the venerable manager of 
the Athletics feels that club own- 


ers will refuse to gamble with 
player contracts calling for astro- 
nomical salaries. 
But the wise old gentleman 
whose sense of fair play long ago 
earned the nation’s accolades ex- 
pressed the opinion that bonus 
clauses could be written in to pro- 
vide for additional player compen- 
sation if club receipts hold up. 
“None of us knows what the sea- 
son holds in store,” he went on, 
“and there'll have to be a limit to 
our financial commitments. 
“Bonus contracts might be one 
way of solving the problem. Nat- 
urally, the player wants to do as 
well for himself as he can and he 
shouldn’t be made to suffer if it 
turns out to be a good baseball 
year, 

“On the other hand, it doesn’t 
seem right that the club owner 
should have to take all the risk. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18 (AP).—Major league baseball players 
had best be prepared to “sign up and shut up” when next season’s 
contracts arrive, Connie Mack predicted today. 


After all, the player has been pret- 
ty well taken care of, year in and 
year out, whereas there’ve been 
plenty of clubs in distress, even in 
prosperous baseball years. 

“It seems to me that if there 
ever was a year when we ought to 
be careful, this is it. This is a 
time of sacrifice, anyway.” 

Mack is sure that professional 
sports have a major place in the 
nation’s war efforts as a public 
recreation and diversion, but: 

“It may be that many fans will 
be so busy or so preoccupied with 
war problems that attendance will 
decline. We can’t afford not to 
blink at that possibility.” 

As far as the A’s contracts are 
concerned, they will be held up 
until shortly before the Feb, 1 
deadline, Mack said.

MEXICO, D. F. Dec. 18.—Mex- 
fcan labor has lined up 100 per 
cent behind President Avila Ca- 
macho for an all-out war effort. 
Union leaders have decreed that 
there must be no more strikes or 
other violence until the war is over 
and the three leading federations 
have offered the Government to 
organize an auxiliary army of 300,-

ident Camacho to all the people of 
Mexico to support the Government 
in its efforts to defend democracy 
against the aggression of the Axis 
powers.

War with China had cut an 
eighth of an inch from Japanese 
matches. Wood was & war ma- 
terial and had to be conserved. 

Oranges cost a dollar each. 
american lemons more—if you 
could get them. Eggs, potatoes, 
butter were scarce. 

Permanent waves had been for- 
pidden the westernized women of 
Japan. They were “not in the 
spiritual trend of the times.” Lip- 
stick and rouge were frowned on. 

Automobile owners were no long- 
er allotted their one gallon of gas- 
cline a day. Pleasure riding was 
giscouraged, and 70,000,000 Japa- 
nese maintained only 90,000 private 
cars, taxis and trucks. 

The few resident foreigners suf- 
tred privation along with the 
Japanese. We were forbidden to 
import any of 260 items, including 
canned foods, preserves, whisky 
and sports goods. Tobacco shipped 
into the country was charged duty 
as high as 450 per cent. 

Steel phonograph needles—and 
everyone who possibly could raise 
the cash had a phonograph—were 
barred for bamboo needles. 


Public Dances Barred. 


Public dances in hotels had been 
prohibited. The American Negro 
and Hawaiian bands, formerly im- 
mensely popular, had been ordered 
out of the country. 

In Tokyo, a city of 6,250,000, the 
taxi-dance halls were closed. Pat- 
rons were urged to go home to 
“meditate on the war.” 

The 18 government-operated ra- 
dio stations offered mostly mili- 
tary music. There .were lectures 
throughout the day by Army and 
Navy officials, patriotic addresses 
and talks urging conservation of 
resources. Radio speeches. at- 
tacked the Chinese, Americans and 
British. They were charged with 
being “warlike and aggressive.” 
Army men cited the “provocation” 
by which the Chinese and foreign 
powers forced Japan to “defend” 
itself by invading China. 

One thing was certain. 
against Britain and the 
States was coming—fast! 

The land of the cherry blossom 
was no longer a tourist mecca. Its 
tourist trade of $7,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 annually had almost van- 
ished. Travelers feared and re- 
sented the constant surveillance of 
the secret police. 

Resident foreigners had resigned 
themselves to spying by either ig- 
horing it or attempting to make 
the spies’ work easier so they 
would be less troublesome.

Change in Attitude. 


Once, before the present totali- 
tarian, anti-American campaign, 
foreigners were frequently stopped 
onthe street by politely bowing 
Japanese .who asked: 

“You American or British?” 

Told you were American, they 
said: 

“Very nice. Americans very nice. 
British bad people. Americans very 
fine. Good-by.” 

But now Americans, too, were 
disliked. 

Advertising accounts had 
dropped more than 60 per cent. All 
foreign advertising of imported 
products disappeared along with 
the products themselves. Depart- 
ment stores were forbidden to ad- 
vertise specials. The order had 
been a blow to them. Japanese. de- 
partment stores once rivaled Amer- 
ica’s in completeness of stock. 

Shopping in a department store 
was an all-day affair until the war. 
Mothers brought their children and 
turned them over to store employes. 
Children were entertained by visits 
to the zoos maintained on the roofs, 
riding cable cars or midget trains. 
Mothers visited the store audito- 
rium, heard lectures or received 
other entertainment. The larger 
stores had pipe organs. Tea and 
biscuits were served, free to all, on 
each floor. There were fashion 
shows and cooking schools. 

All were barred in a few seem- 
ingly short months. 


Gay Colors Barred. 


The spread of western fashions 
was halted by Government decree. 
Gay colors and flowered kimonos 
were replaced by drab grays and 
blacks. Women were reluctant to 
revert to the old national’ styles, 
but accepted them as a patriotic 
duty. 

Sales of electrical household ap- 
pliances were strictly curtailed, al- 
though the demand was tremen- 


and other prepared foods lost in 
sales volume; there was no soda 
ash for making bottles, and tin 
could be used only for war mate- 
rials. 

Foreign food innovations were 
eliminated to return to the Japa- 
nese diet of rice, fish, vegetables 
and limited amounts of meat. Milk, 
cheese, butter and eggs were no 
more, for there was no pasturage 
for extensive cattle herds. What 
meat there was was excessive in 
price. 

The Government was campaign- 
ing to eliminate the use of pol- 
ished rice, for the polishing re- 
moves food elements in the hulls 
and makes the Japanese chronic 
sufferers of deficiency diseases, 
beriberi, tuberculosis, bad teeth. 
Coal had risen $15 to $20 a ton. 
Houses are heated by charcoal 
braziers and are poorly insulated, 
adding to the health hazards of 
the people. 

One thing was certain. “De- 
clared” or “undeclared,” the China 
adventure was a flop. So the Jap- 
anese war party pressed for more 
desperate action elsewhere — any- 
where. This led to that recent 
Pearl Harbor infamy and the grim 
realities of today—the far-greater- 
than-China war, their present road 
to ruin. :

Wealthy British 
Keeping ‘Black 
Market’ Alive 


Willingness to Pay

I. CAPONE at his worst was 
A: Boy Scout compared with 
the operators of the “black 
market” in food in wartime Eng- 
land. ; 
At a time when men are dying 
like flies to bring food to the Brit- 
ish Isles and others are charging 
tanks in the Libyan Desert, these. 
fellows make it their business to 
buy or steal scarce items of food 
and to sell them at illegally high 
prices to hotels, clubs and restau- 
rants. : 
They specialize in fine cuts of 
beef, hams, poultry, eggs, oranges, 
onions, whisky and cigarets. They 
make it possible for you to get a 
fine porterhouse steak at your club 
for the equivalent of $2 when your 
private butcher, who has to sell at 
fixed prices, can produce nothing 
better than a thin slice of green 
meat which you would ordinarily 
throw to your dog. . 


To avoid exaggeration it can be 
stated immediately that these peo- 
ple don’t run the food business in 
England. They handle only a small 
percentage of all the trade in the 
articles concerned, but the mere 
fact that they do operate is an im- 
position on the long-suffering pub- 
lic and a reflection on the men at 
Scotland Yard who should have 
nailed them long ago. 

During the last few months the 
Government has been cracking 
down hard on people who buy from 
such operators and the courts have 
imposed fines with real zest. 
Scores of racketeers have been 
jailed and a special department has’ 
been formed to ferret them out. 
Dealers are now strictly licensed 
and all transactions in foods now 
are supposed to be accompanied by 
bills of sale to prove to inspectors 
that legal prices have been paid. 
Despite these countermeasures, 
the “black market” goes on and it 
probably will continue to go on 
so long as certain things are scarce 
and people want them.

Ne the Russian steppes suffer- 

ing wind, snow and cold and 
you have an idea what the Ger- 
mans are up against on the eastern 
front. 

I have just been through two 
such nights. 

The elements at their wildest, 
whining and moaning on the broad 
plains, broken here and there by 
stark forest, strike every living 
thing exposed to them and make 
death by freezing an ever-present 
danger. That is one of the im- 
portant reasons why the Germans 
are now falling back from ad- 
vanced positions near Moscow and 
seeking winter quarters. 

You have no conception of the 
violence of this Russian winter as 
you ‘drive out of the towns and 
villages where the Soviet troops 
keep warm in well-equipped quar- 
ters. 

Nazis Out in Open. 

It is only when you get into the 
open where the Germans have 
been forced to seek shelter in the 
forests or in shattered settlements 
that you feel the full effect. 

Then you see that the greatest in- 
vader, whether he be a Napoleon 
or a Hitler, met in this weather a 


foe more than worthy of his 
ettle. 

' I noticed the weather as an in- 

teresting natural phenomenon 


while riding out of Moscow toward 
the front on a bright, crisp day. 
Gradually slate-gray clouds cov- 
ered the sky. 
Toward nightfall snow began to 
fall and suddenly darkness came. 
Groping through blinding swirls 
of snow in the pitchblack night, 
the car ran slower and slower. The 
road disappeared under the drifts. 
Finally the car lunged into a ditch 
settling up to the hubcaps in snow. 
There were no signs of life any-| 
where: There was nothing to do, 
but sit in the car until daybreak.. 
Then the weather became a per- 
sonal foe. 


Cold and Cramped.

It is diffi- 
cult not to be reminded of the 
great German withdrawal on the 
western front between March 16 
and April 2, 1917, when the Ger- 
mans, having prepared their Hin- 
denberg line, withdrew on a 70- 
mile front to a depth of from 10 
to 30 miles, completely upsetting 
Allied plans for the spring offen- 
sive.

ment was a master stroke, both 
in conception and execution. It 
ruined, as we shall see, the whole 
strategical conception of the Allies. 
It exchanged a bad, haphazard, 
bulging line for another, well-sited, 
bristling with every device of the 
most to-date defensive arms, 
and much shorter. It was calcu- 
lated that 13 fewer divisions were 
required to defend the new line. 
The retirement could not be hur- 
ried; at least five weeks were 
needed before the new works could 
be complete, and at the same time 
it was necessary for those ruth- 
less devastations by which Luden- 
dorff hoped to turn the interme- 
diate territory into an imprac- 
ticable glacis.” 


A similar operation on a very 
much larger scale may now be the 
German purpose. It is even con- 
ceivable that they might withdraw 
as far as the general line of the 
Dvina and the Dnieper, with an 
alternative left flank position rest- 
ing on Lake Peipus if they could 
hold it, and with their right flank 
resting on the sea of Azov some- 
where about Melitopole. This, of 
course, would be an enormous with- 
drawal, but it would shorten the 
German line, improve their com- 
munications, and enable them to 
get the full benefit from their con- 
version of the railways in western

Accordingly, Themistocles, like Kuru- 
su, went to Sparta to negotiate the prob- 
lem of fortifications.

CENSORSHIP IN WARTIME. | 

The President's creation of a Censorship Office, in 

accordance with the new wartime powers just ap- 

proved by Congress, and his appointment of Byron 

Price as its director, are to be commended, for a 
series of reasons. 

In the first place, while freedom of opinion is 


, inviolate at all times, censorship of news is necessary 


in the United States when this country is at war, 
notwithstanding our democratic form of government 
and devotion to freedom of the press. Obviously, we 
cannot allow our military and nayal efforts‘to be 
hindered by publication of nortan which will 
assist our enemies in the war. 

Second, granting the necessity, it is desirable that, 
censorship be established as promptly as is consistent 
with assurance that it will be set up on the soundest 
possible basis and with as little sacrifice to demo- 
cratic procedures as is possible. 

Third, establishment of this office and application 
of its functions fix responsibility for restrictions. 
Up to now, the decision on what to print and what not 
to print has largely been left to individual editors. 
The result has been that although editors, on.the 
whole, have shown little inclination to embarrass the 
administration in its difficult task, this voluntary 
arrangement has been variously interpreted in sev- 
eral important instances. There have been such con- 
troversial press incidents as that arising from the 
appearance of the British battleship Malaya in this 
country for repairs. 

Fourth, and by no means least, to take charge of 
this important work, Mr. Roosevelt has chosen one 
of the best-qualified men he could have found any- 
where in the country. As executive news editor of 
the Associated Press, until this call to Government 
service, Mr. Price has been the No. 1 news-gatherer 
in the United States. He knows the problems of the 
reporter from the inside, and he can be counted 
on to be as fair and as moderate a censor as war- 
time conditions will permit. Mr. Price knows in par- 
ticular the needs of the Washington correspondent, 
since he was in charge of the Associated Press’ large 
Washington Bureau for 10 years. 

The appointment is gratifying in still other ways. 
It provides a most desirable contrast with the ap- 
pointment of George Creel, in the last war, to func- 
tion, not as a censor of news which might help the 
enemy, but as a propaganda mill operator. It also as- 
sures the country that the point of view of the new 
censor will take into account the natural interests 
and concerns of the great rank and file of citizens— 
matters which a censor chosen from the Army or 
Navy might conceivably overlook. Yet, as a veteran 
of the first World War with the rank of Captain, 
Mr. Price will be fully aware of military necessities. 

The sooner this new official can draw up rules of 
conduct and place in operation a discriminating and 
sensible set of restrictions, the better it will be for 
all concerned. Yesterday, for example, temperature 
tables were. withheld from the Post-Dispatch for the 
first edition and then released for the rest of the 
day, because of conflicting Government orders to the 
local Weather Bureau. 

Ill-advised orders and counterorders are inevitable 
in getting wartime news controls in force. Byron 
Price’s record as a crack news man and able adminis- 
trator of a widespreading organization offer assur- 
ance that they will be held to a minimum. 
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MR. MORGENTHAU’S DEFENSE BOND APPEAL. 

Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau emphasized 
yesterday the imperative need for Americans to buy 
defense bonds to the very limit of their means. He 
called upon railroad workers to invest their $75,000,- 
000 settlement for back wages in these securities, and 
urged, at the same time, the 35,000,000 American 
wage-earners to buy as many defense bonds as each 
one could possibly afford. 

Although the bond sales have been going well, 
they must be increased if the Government is to 
succeed in financing our tremendously expensive 
victory program. A new billion-a-month defense 
bond goal has been set. 

“We are, in reality,” Mr. Morgenthau said, “fight- 
ing two wars—one the great struggle on all the con- 
tinents and all the oceans, and the other war against 
an insidious enemy here at home. That enemy is 
inflation.” To win the war at home against infla- 
tion, it is vital that the defense program be financed 
as much as possible from current revenue. Sale of 
defense bonds is an important part of that revenue. 

All Americans can help to win the war on the 
home front by buying their share and more of de- 
fense bonds and stamps. 


SEX AND THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Sex, as the trite old saying has it, again has reared 
its ugly head, this time in the Board of Education’s 
solemn councils. The widespread but often tabooed 
topic produced consternation, furious arguments, 
sharp repartee and violent retorts. It also brought 
eloquent speeches on the sacredness of motherhood 
and the innocence of childhood, not to mention Hit- 
ler, Mussolini and Stalin. 

The touchy questions that started all this hulla- 
baloo were: (1) Should teachers be dismissed when 
they marry? (2) Should social hygiene be taught in 
the St. Louis public schools? 

It would be better if these subjects were dis- 
cussed in a calm atmosphere, on a practical basis, 
without dragging in the suspicions and fears and 
repressions of Victorian prudery. Everybody agrees, 
of course, that motherhood is sacred; the subject 
isn’t debatable. Everybody agrees, too, that. child- 
hood should be innocent—that is, if the word “inno- 
cent” is taken to mean wholesome and uncorrupted, 
not ignorant, as some of the debaters seem to hold. 

So, forgetting the oratory, and assuming that the 
board wants to hire the best teachers obtainable, 
the first question comes down simply to this: Are 
teachers any less efficient after being married? In 
most cities, they are not so considered. It is often 
argued that a teacher with children of her own is for 


But, it is contended, married teachers, with hus- 
bands to provide for them, deprive unmarried appli- 
cants of jobs. Teaching is hard work. Women do 
not ordinarily engage in it merely to acquire lux- 
uries; if they want to go on teaching after marriage, 
it is usually because their earnings are necessary for 
the family budget. 

As to social hygiene instruction, the agitation

Harbor and Hickam Field, As the President's 
board of inquiry swings into action, there comes a 
major shakeup, with removal of the ranking officers 
in charge of naval, army and air forces at the time 
when, in Secretary Knox’s words, “United States 
services were not on the alert against the surprise 
air attack.” 

Judgment has not been passed on these command- 
ers, of course. It is merely considered advisable not 
to have Hawaii’s defensés continue under the super- 
vision of officers involved in the inquiry.. 

So the Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
Admiral* Husband E. Kimmel, the commander of the 
Hawaiian Department of the Army, Lieut. Gen. 
Walter C. Short, and the commander of the Hawaiian 
air forces, Gen. Frederick L. Martin, have been re- 
placed. Their successors, already in charge or on 
the way to take command, are, respectively, Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, Lieut. Gen. Delos C. Emmons 
and Brig. Gen. C. L. Tinker. 

The board of inquiry appointed by the President 
is one which will command public confidence, The 
two navy and the two army officers are well qualified 


suited to weigh faets and give them judicial ap- 
praisal. The composition of the board and the dis- 
tinguished records of its personnel insure that this 
will be neither a head-hunting expedition nor a 
whitewash. : 

Rear Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, retired recently 
for age, rose to be Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Fleet. In 1925, at the age of 53, he decided 
aviation was to mean much in naval warfare and 
went to flying school, where he got his wings as 
pilot and observer. After that, he won credit for 
developing aireraft carrier tactics. Most auspicious 
of all, perhaps, is the fact that this trim-rigged Ad- 
miral put an end to the country-club— atmosphere 
that sprang up in Navy colonies on the Pacific coast. 
Rear Admiral W. H. Standley, also retired, was 
Chief of Naval Operations, the Navy’s “No. 1” job.

Under fire 
in three wars, he also served the State Department

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MR. ROOSEVELT’S PLEA. 

Rarely has President Roosevelt spoken more spon- 
taneously, or with greater impressiveness, than in 
his remarks yesterday to the industry-labor con- 
ference assembled at the White House to work out a 
plan for curbing wartime strikes. He did not 
threaten or harangue the delegates; he simply made 
a moving appeal, on the highest patriotic grounds, 
for speedy development of a plan for all-out, uninter- 
rupted production as a contribution to victory. 

As thé President said, none of us likes the word 
“must,” but here is an occasion when its use is 
mandatory. There must be a truce on disputes in 
industry—there must be full use of the country’s vast 
production machinery without a moment’s stoppage. 
A heavy responsibility rests upon the conferees. The 
country supports the President in fervent hope for a 
result that will support the fighting services to the 
utmost as they move into battle with the enemies of 
America and of democracy. 


FULL STRENGTH ON THE FEDERAL CIRCUIT COURT. 

President Roosevelt’s nomination of Walter G. Rid- 
dick, Little Rock lawyer, to be a Judge of the United 
States Court of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit has 
been confirmed by the Senate. 

Before this appointment, the Post-Dispatch pre- 
sented the view that inasmuch as Missouri furnishes 
half the litigation {n this court, with the result that 
Missouri law is applied to the bulk of the cases, 
advancement of a Missouri Judge or appointment 
of some outstanding member of its bar was in order. 
This unfortunately was precluded, if for no other 
reason, by failure of Missouri’s two Senators to agree 
on possible nominees. 

But since the appointment did not go to Missouri, 
it is eminently fair that it has gone to Arkansas, 
and for several reasons. Arkansas ranks next to 
Missouri among the seven states in the circuit in 
cases presented to the court. Indeed, Arkansas 
produces about twice as many cases as Iowa, whose 
Senators were seeking a second Judge on the court. 
In contrast to Iowa, Arkansas not only has no Judge 
on the court, but has had none since 1901, when its 
first and only Circuit Court of Appeals Judge, Henry 
V. Caldwell, appointed by Lincoln in 1864, resigned. 

It is a relief to have the long-standing vacancy 
filled and gratifying that it has gone to the State 
which ranks next to Missouri in the court’s work. 
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FINIS FOR THE RELIGIOUS QUESTION. 

The Missourft State Employment Service has quit 
asking applicants for work whether they are Protes- 
tants, Catholics or Jews. Previous to yesterday, every 
person who applied for work under the facilities of 
this State Agency was asked this question, and a 
symbol indicating religious affiliation was placed on 
his record card. 

This change is gratifying, for religious affiliation 
has no place in determining the qualifications of 
individuals for employment, as the Post-Dispatch 
pointed out Nov. 12 in an editorial on this point,

motto for the emergency is “Keep ‘em sigh- 
ing.” 

For many months, stock prices have 
been trending downward in the face of a 
huge rise in production, handsome increases 
in profits for most industries and numer- 
ous additional dividends. At the end of 
November, the Dow-Jones average of indus- 
trial stocks was little better than in the 
slump that followed the fall of France and 
was almost 13 per cent lower than the best 
level reached last summer. In view of the 
fact that the long-term war outlook has im- 
proved tremendously during the past six 
months, it is hardly possible to blame the 
war news for the current bearishness.* 

What, then, is the reason for the per- 
sistent liquidation of stocks? During 1940 
and the early part of this year, British sell- 
ing in order to obtain dollars exerted a de- 
pressing influence on the market, but since 
the RFC made a loan permitting the re- 
maining British assets to be frozen, this 
factor can no longer be held responsible. 
Nor do the investment trusts appear to be 
liquidating their portfolios, for according to 
the market commentator of the Wall Street 
Journal, they already hold as much cash as 
they can safely afford. 

A clew to the identity of the bears is pro- 
vided by the SEC reports of “insider” trans- 
actions, which show that on balance big 
stockholders and corporation directors are 
selling far more than they are buying.

In a number of cases, the motive appears 
to be a desire to spread risks by reducing 
massive holdings in one-time family busi- 
nesses. Thus Marshall Field, who recently 
sold a large block of shares in the great 
Chicago store founded by his grandfather, 
stated specifically that he did so with a 
view to diversifying his investments, al- 
though he considered that the prospects of 
the Marshall Field Co. were very favorable. 

But while many wealthy men are selling 
for this reason, it does not follow that all 
of them are reinvesting their money by 
buying smaller amounts of stock in a va- 
riety of industries. Many of them seem to 
be using the proceeds of sales to add to 
their bank deposits or to buy Government 
bonds, preferably of the tax-free variety. 

The usual explanation is that when one’s 
income is in the really high tax brackets, 
even a 10 per cent yield on an equity is not 
worth the risk involved, because so large 
a share of income goes to the Treasury. 

Toward the end of the year, “tax selling” 
is usually a feature of Stock Exchange 
business. Quite a lot of experts now make a 
good living guiding the well-to-do in the art 
of making the most of their losses. This 
year the rise in tax rates has encouraged 
more people than usual to throw out bad 
investments so that they can use the result- 
ant loss to scale down their taxable incomes. 

Undoubtedly tion is the biggest short- 
term cause of Wall Street’s fretfulness, and 
it is so appalled by the size of the Treasury's 
take that it gives very little consideration 
to what is left over. Many. corporations, it 
is true, are paying olit in taxes more than

half their gross incomes this year; yet in 
spite of this, the majority report substantial 
increases in net incomes compared with 
1940, by no means a lean year. 

As Roger Babson comments in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor; after pointing to 
cases where gross profits have increased 
100 per cent but net after taxes only 10 per 
cent, “If these companies had had an in- 
crease of only 10 per cent in net profits 
and no increase in taxes, investors would 
be very happy.” 

There is a lot of talk in Wall Street about 
inflation, but fear of inflation appears so 
far to have exerted very little influence 
on the market. Yet if a measure of infla- 
tion is coming—and the alleged anti-infla- 
tion bill just passed by the House has cer- 
tainly brought it nearer—it is obvious that 
real property provides a safer haven for 
capital than either cash’ or bonds, the pur- 
chasing power of which falls automatically 
as prices rise. 

Some of the commodity speculation which 
has been going on recently has been based 
on fears—or hopes—of inflation, and there 
have also been reports of nervous capitalists 
buying farms, jewels and paintings. But 
although equities, and particularly those of 
the raw-material industries, have usually 
been considered the safest and most liquid 


hedge against inflation, the steady rise in 


comme@dity prices has failed to stir the 
Stock Exchange from its lethargy.

Commenting on this situation, the most 
portentous of our financial Jeremiahs, the 
Wall Street Journal, suggested editorially 
on Nov. 8 that investors were being moved 
by a terror even greater than the fear of 
inflation. Mentioning the war merely as a 
contributing factor to the investor’s psy- 
chosis, this authority declares: 

“It is hard to avoid the conclusion that 
eight years of the New Deal have aroused 
among capital owners a profound sense 
of apprehension concerning the stability of 
the so-called capitalistic structure as a 
whole, which has caused them to seek shel- 
ter for their money: at almost any cost in 
places which seem to be least. subject to 
seismic disturbances. Top-flight bonds 
come as near to filling that requirement as 
do anything.” : 

That diagnosis, if correct, indicates that 
our supposedly hard-headed capitalists have 
allowed their fears and prejudices to sub- 
merge their reasoning faculties. For if the 
capitalist system. is about to collapse, high- 
grade bonds are unlikely to prove a better 
shelter than any other form of property. 


Personally, I would agree that the capi- 


talist system is threatened, but by internal 
decay rather than by the aggressiveness of 
the New Deal. The danger will grow so 
long as the capitalists sulk in their tents 
and blame everyone but themselves: for 
their plight.

Unlike most pundits, he pre® 
sumes you are intelligent. enough to under-® 
stand the processes of your own mind and® 


body, to be curious about the world of scien 
tific medicine. Like the fine reporter he is, 
he gathers the facts from authoritative 
sources and presents them with a shrewd 
eye to their news value. 

Selecting such popular themes as food, 
drink, smoke, sleep, pain and anxiety, he 
airs current opinion, conflicting theses and 
the trend of present-day research. His work 
is enlivened by numerous case histories and 
considerable clarification of the chemical 
and biochemical processes within the body. 
Incidentally, what alcohol and tobacco 40 
to us is not cheery to contemplate.

Pictures Lent for Exhibition 
-Disposed of ‘to Private 
Collector.

Two of the major paintings of 
George Caleb Bingham, owned by 
the Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion, but on exhibition at.City Art 
Museum in Forest Park for several 
years, have been sold to a private 
collector for about $15,000. 

The paintings are “The Verdict 
of the People” and “Stump Speak- 
ing,” which were presented to the 
library in 1879 by John H. Beach, 
then president of its board. 

Perry Rathbone, director of the 
City Art Museum, said today he 
was distressed that the’ paintings 
had passed from public display 
and hoped that the museum would 
be able to make some arrangement 
for their return. m 

“They are unique documents of 
Missouri culture,” Rathbone said, 
“and every effort ought to be made 
to preserve them for the public.” 

The purchaser of the paintings fs 
not known even to the library trus- 
tees. The sale was arranged 
through an agent, a St. Louis 
architect, who did not disclose the 
identity of his principal. 

Theron Catlin, who was thair- 
man of a committee of the library’s 
trustees in arranging the sale, 
gave no particular reason for dis- 
posing of the paintings except to 
say: Gia. acai came to us, and 
mt thought“we might as well take 
it.’ 

Several years ago the Bingham 
paintings sold, were offered to :the 
art museum, but at that time the 
museum had just bought two 
Bingham paintings, and was not 
ready to add to its collection. 

Rathbone said the museum had 
hoped that the library’s Binghams 
would remain at the museum as a 
permanent loan, or, in any event, 
that another opportunity would be 
given the museum to acquire them 
before any sale was completed. 

A revival in interest in Bing- 
ham’s work received its original 
impetus in 1934 when the museum 
assembled a collection of his paint- 
ings later shown at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. Bing- 
ham, soldier, politician, and artist 
of the Missouri frontier, died in 
1879.

For a whole generation the 
American motto has been, “I guess 
it’s good enough.” We have ad- 
mired success, and success has 
been measured in money returns. 
We .have despised achievement un- 
less accompanied by glamor. The 
question has not been, “How well 
done is it?” but “How much does it 
pay?” 

And mediocrity—in high places 
and low—has been the American 
dream. To be average, to pursue 
the middle way, to temper the in- 
tellect and work to the common 
run, to denigrate and debunk the 
great, to “get by with things,” to 
make pleasure and leisure the aim 
of life, to indulge in fatuous op- 
timism, to be certain that in some 
way “everything will turn out all 
right,” and to run screaming after 
a scapegoat if it didn’t: 

I accuse us. I accuse the twen- 
tieth century American. I accuse 


me. 
. . . 


WE shall not “get by” with our 
’ lives. We shall have to work, 
and fight, on a quite different level, 
if this nation under God ghall sur- 
vive and have a new birth of free- 
dom. Let us pay tribute to those 
amongst us who have not accepted 
the philosophy of mediocrity. Let 
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us pay tribute to the efficient and 
the brave. Let us pay tribute to 
Colin Kelly. 

He, too, was- an American. No 
spirit of “it’s good enough” ani- 
mated the young man of 26 who 
sank the 29,000-ton Japanese bat- 
tleship Haruna. No sentimentality 
marked. the proud testimony of 
his wife. He died at 26, having 
accomplished all that a man could 
hope to do, if he lived to be 90. 
He followed the profession of his 
choice and his training: he was a 
soldier, who lived to defend Amer- 
ica. Not, “if it is not too risky.” 
Just to defend America. 

He sank the Haruna. It cost 
him his life. His deed will save 
the lives of uncounted other 
Americans. He left an unblemished 
memory. His baby son will grow 
up with the example of his father 
forever before his eyes and the 
pride of his father forever in his 
heart. No father can do more for 
his son. No man do more for his 
country. No person be truer to 
himself, 

° . * 

HAT, too, is American. That 

is not the American of the 
last 25 years. That is the eter- 
nal American—the American who 
did not buy independence but 
wrenched it from fate with blood. 
The American who did not sell an 
idea but thought it and created it. 
The American who hacked a con- 
tinent out of the wilderness, 
created the most dynamic political 
concept of the eighteenth century, 
created, built, worked, loved, 
invented the most powerful ma- 
chines of the twentieth century, 
fought, died, with casual-tongued 
intensity and conceived a nation 
where all could be equal in an 
equal manliness. 

That American is still here, 
under all the lax habits, fretful 
under them, struggling through 
ithe bonds of luxury toward greater 
cleanness and hardness. Had you 
forgotten, Americans, that luxury 
can be the worst bondage of all? 


* * * 
HE creative organizers of this 
nation must be called to Wash- 
ington and if not called they must 
call themselves. Re-read Shake- 
speare’s “Tired With All These,” 
the sixty-sixth sonnet. 

“And folly doctor-like controlling 
skill, 

“And simple truth miscall’d sim- 
plicity.” 

The secret of democratic effi- 
ciency is the mobilization of all 
free energies, under the leadership 
of the most creative and dynamic 
personalities, imbued with the 
emotion of a common ideal, and 
consecrated to a common purpose. 
And what our administration needs 
in every department are never-re- 
laxed brains, and _ . passionate 
spirits. 

Hawaii is our Dunkerque 
worth the terrible price if it jerks 
this nation to its feet.

Corporations Promise Gifts at Opening Rally 
—$1,200,000 Sought in City—Oneourth 


for Lacal 


Chapter, 


Pledges amounting to $214,500, 
mostly from large corporations, to 
the Red Cross $1,200,000 St. Louis 
campaign, were announced today 
at the opening rally of the cam- 
paign, held in Municipal Opera 
House. The amount asked com- 


prises $900,000 as a contribution to 
national war relief, and $300,000 
for the work of the local chapter. 

The largest contribution was $50,- 
000 from Anheuser-Busch, Inc., an- 
nounced by August A. Busch Jr., 
vice-president. The Terminal Rail- 
road Association’s $40,000 contribu- 
tion was announced by Philip J. 
Watson Jr., president. Another 
$40,000 came from the St. Louis 
Clearing House; from Monsanto 
Chemical Co., $20,000; Griesedieck 
Bros. Brewing Co., $15,500; Arthur 
B. Baer, personally, $10,000; Fa- 
mous-Barr Co., $9000; Pet Milk Co., 
$5000; Stix, Baer & Fuller, $5000; 
and Edison Bros., $5000. 

The contributions listed, except | 
that of Baer, represented firms. 
The plan of campaign is that large 
business concerns shall have three 
classes of gifts—those of the firm, 
of executives, and of employes. 
Each firm is to report on the sub- 


scriptions in these three classes. 
All pledges -are to be payable be- 


fore April 1, 1942. 

About 1200 persons attended the 
meeting. in response to telegrams 
sent out by Mayor William Dee 
Becker. The Mayor opened the 
meeting with a speech in which he 
said the Red Cross campaign was 
the first real war call on the citi- 
zens of St. Louis. Charlies Claflin 
Allen, presiding, said that giving 
to the Red Cross was an effective 
way to “remember Pearl Harbor.” 

Support of labor was pledged by 
Lutcher M. Slinkard, secretary of 
the CIO Council, and Joseph P. 
Clark, president of Central Trades 
and Labor Union. 

Sidney Maestre, campaign chair- 
man, said giving to the Red Cross, 
in the present war emergency, 
must be not on a basis of compari- 
son with other gifts, but in consid- 
eration of the great need of war 
relief. He announced the plan for 
solicitation through business 
houses, to bBe supplemented by 
home canvassing. 

The $900,000 to be raised here 
for the national fund is part of a 
national total of $50,000,000 for war 
relief.. Missouri’s share of this na- 
tional total is $1,667,900, of which 
Kansas City’s quota is $350,000. 

Headquarters of the Red Cross 
funds drive is at the southeast cor- 
ner of Broadway and Olive street.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
The American Red Cross issued a 
call last night for 50,000 graduate 
nurses to build up its reserve 
strength to meet the emergency 
requirements of the armed forces 
and the civilian population.

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Planes Used by Japanese 
in Attack on British Said 
to Resemble German 
Dive-Bombers. 


By FRANK NOEL

SINGAPORE, Dec. 18 (AP).—I 
have just returned from a week on 
the Northwestern Malaya front, 
where I found the British defense 
forces combatting the menace of a 
Japanese: “fifth column.” 
Officers told me that, prior to 
the Japanese attack, Japanese 
“fifth columnist” troops armed 
with sub-machine guns and dressed 
in Malayan and Chinese costumes 
invaded Northern Malaya and dis- 
appeared among the native popu- 
lace. 

I was told that some Japanese 
troops who entered from Thailand 
were clad in the yellow robes of 
Buddhist priests or disguised as 
plantation laborers. 

Immediately behind the front I 
found the British military trans- 
port moving up speedily and effi- 
ciently through deserted villages 
despite the confused nature of the 
fighting up ahead and the presence 
of Japanese planes. Some of these 
planes closely resemble German 
Junkers dive-bombers, according 
to men who have seen the originals 
elsewhere, 


Japanese crossed from Thailand at 
many points in small units 
équipped with one-man whippet 
gun-carriers or tanks and auto- 
matic weapons. At various points 
south of the lines I met European 
women and children bound toward 
Singapore. The women seemed 
more concerned about the silver- 
ware and household goods they had 
left behind than about the Japa- 
nese planes which ofter roared ov- 
erhead. 

Most of the natives near the war 
zone also were heading south by 
automobile, bullock cart, bicycle, 
richshaw or afoot. 

Others showed no signs of ex- 
pecting to leave. In fact, I drove 
through some villages which looked 
like midwestern American towns 
on Saturday afternoon. 

Shops and houses were closed, 
but the entire populace lined the 
streets just to see what was going 
on. 

At one place I was charged a 
nickel for an egg, although chick- 
ens were to be seen everywhere. 

Although the defenders of Ma- 
laya are having a tough time they 
haven't lost a certain British sense 
of humor. 

The boys at one air base are still 
laughing about one of their num- 
ber who opened the cockpit of his 
plane early one morning and found 
a 10-foot python coiled in his seat.

The snow drifted higher. The cold 
settled closer and closer. 

We recalled tales of people freez- 
ing to death, of wolves roaming 
in packs on these steppes.

Pressing close together to keep 
warm we dozed fitfully. 

Finally morning came. An army 
truck plowing through the drifts 
came down the road. Troops

The second night was clear and 
star-lit with the wind ripping snow 
from the road and leaving a treach- 
erous coat of ice. Driving out to 
a front-line town, we came to a 
valley where the car could neither 
get up the hill ahead nor retrace 
its path on the slippery hill behind. 
There was nothing to do but walk 
back four miles to town. 

Sliding over the ice, falling in 
the snow, we trudged along much 
as would German troops trying 
to advance, 

The wind stung our faces, snow 
clutched at our feet and the star- 
light wrought ominous shadows 
and strange mirages from distant 
trees. 

Walking Indian file and talking 
in hushed tones to keep together 
without attracting attention, we 
finally reached the blacked-out 
town. 

A door opened, letting a cloud 
of steam and a shaft of light into 
the night, and we entered a warm 
haven to find food and a fire. 

I hate to think what it might 
have been like if the Red Army 
as well as the weather had been 
against us.

Snowbound, we sat 
put the night in our cars huddling 
together for warmth while the 
chill winds from the north swept 
us unceasingly. It was nearly noon. 
the next day before we were able 
to extricate ourselves with the as- 
sistance of helpful Russian sol- 
diers. 

A hot meal at Kashira, a pretty 
riverside town which the Germans 
had almost reached during their 
farthest advance, fortified us for 
the last stage of our journey to the 
front. But we never reached our 
destination. Again night overtook 
us, again our cars were hopelessly 
stalled, this time on the glazed 
surface of a macadam highway. 
With our wheels spinning helpless- 
ly we were unable to advance or 
retreat. We abandoned our auto- 
mobiles and trudged back three 
miles through the snow to Kas- 
hira.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Wwiadictment charging conspiracy 
to control ‘prices and the method of 
sales of citrus fruits was returned 
by a Federal grand jury yesterday 
against California and Florida 
fruit exchanges, large auction 
houses in major cities from coast 


to coast, and 20 individuals. 

“Citrus fruits are absolutely es- 
sential to the armed forces of the 
nation—and there must be no col- 
lusion or illegal marketing agree- 
ments at this time of national dan- 
ger,” said Tom Clark, chief of the 
West Coast offices of the anti-trust 
division of the Department of Jus- 
tice. The exchanges, corporations 
and individuals were accused of 
violating the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. 

Paul S. Armstrong, general man- 
ager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange, one of the firms in- 
dicted, said the accused would not 
comment until attorneys had 
studied the charges. 

Firms indicted were the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, Florida 
Citrus Exchange, Baltimore Fruit 
Exchange, Inc., Consolidated Fruit 
Auction Co., Dettoit Fruit Auction

Party Manifesto Given Out by 
Chungking Leader Urges En- 
gaging Enemy on All Fronts. 
CHUNGKING, Dec. 18 (AP).— 

Chou En-Lai, liaison officer be- 
tween Chinese Communists and the 
Nationalist Government and one of 
the three leading Chinese Corfi- 
munists, said today his party was 
ready to throw the entire weight 
of its troops and organized guer- 
rillas into the Pacific war. 

The party manifesto which he

Almost immedi- 
ately thereafter they started to in- 
stall light artillery of . German 
make along the Mediterranean 
coast in violation of their treaty 
agreement. that Tangier should 
never be fortified. England, with 
its dominions, then stood .alone 
against the Nazi world fighting 
what is now called the battle of 
Britain. Britain protested and 
then made a loan of 2,000,000 
pounds to the Franco government. 
American residents in Tangier at 
the time said they detected a light 
odor of international blackmail. 
So far the United States has not 
recognized the Spanish occupation, 
but still stands on its treaty rights 
as signed with the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco, 

This treaty, made in 1880, con- 
tains a unique clause which may 
be pertinent some day. It provides 
that as many Americans may come 
to Tangier as desire and stay as 
long as they please without any 
objection by the Sultan. The few 
Americans and British with whom 
I talked seemed eager that many 
Americans take advantage of this 
treaty right before their arrival is 
made more difficult. 

Reinforcing Army. 

As for the Spanish withdrawal 
of light artillery from Tangier aft- 
er receiving England’s loan, it 
means very little. The Spaniards 
have been building gun emplace- 
ments at strategic positions all 
along their Moroccan coast in prep- 
aration for the reception of long- 
range guns when they are made 
available by the supreme command 
of the new European order. They 
have been reinforcing their army 
all along the borders of French Mo- 
rocco and are now reliably report- 
ed to have about 200,000 troops in 
this region. They have virtually no 
air force, but there are some excel- 
lent landing fields from which a 
strong air force would make it hot 
for Gibraltar, Unmarked Junkers 
and Heinkel planes now fly occa- 
sionally over the territory. 

The Spaniards have some good 
light artillery, very few machine 
guns, antiquated motor transport 
and very little gasoline. The. offi- 
cers are monarchists or Fascists, 
but a good part of the soldiers are 
Communists, They hate the Franco 
Government. Some of the mon- 
archists are secretly pro-British. 
To Americans on the spot, the 
presence of this great force seems 
significant principally as a tem- 
porary tool in the German drive 
toward Latin America. They are 
convinced that as Britain moves 
successfully westward along the 
North African coast,.Germany@will 


a wedge between the United States 
and British North Africa to close 
the Straits of Gibraltar and make 
the great naval base at: the rock 
untenable. 

Nazi preparation for just this 
move seems virtually complete. 
Americans in Tangier are spec- 
ulating principally on when ft will 
happen. Most of them think it 
will be soon.

SEVERE LAYOFFS 
IN'SMALL PLANTS 


Foresees ‘Appalling Unem- 
ployment’ Unless Gov- 
Keeps Little 


ernment 
Businesses Alive. 


WASHINGTON; Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Federal. Security Administrator 
Paul V. McNutt asserted today the 
nation could not afford “busy as- 
sembly lines in some places and 
hungry bread lines in others,” and 
predicted “appalling unemploy- 
ment” next year if the government 
failed to keep small business alive. 

Small and medium-sized busi- 
nesses are a basic part of the 
country’s economic foundation, Mc- 
Nutt told a Senate Committee 
studying small business problems. 
Since such enterprises “have their 
ups and downs together,” they 
could not be considered separately, 
he added, 

“When the workers in small in- 
dustrial plants are unemployed,” 


he asserted, “small stores and serv- 
ice establishments lose customers 
and lay off help, and this in turn 
limits the consumption of the prod- 
ucts of larger businesses.” 
“Layoffs due to material short- 
ages are likely to be severe in the 
near future,” McNutt continued. 
“Recent reports to ‘the public em- 
ployment offices from selected 
plants indicate they have already 
laid off 45,000 workers and antici- 
pate laying off 124,000, or about 
one-fourth of the total force. 
The Federal security program 
can cushion the effects of labor 
displacement and unemployment in 
several ways, the administration 
declared. Public employment of- 
fices will make plant surveys to 
determine whether facilities can be 
converted to war production, Fed- 
eral agencies will assist workers 
transferring to defense jobs and 
train them if necessary and the 
Government will pay unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits. 
Unemployment compensation 
could tide many workers over a 
short period of idleness, McNutt 
observed, if contracts for war pro- 
duction could be awarded speedily 
and supplies assured to plants fac- 
ing labor displacement, |

Nimitz Is a Submarine Veteran 


Gen. Emmons Férmerly in Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, Head of Headquarters Air Force— 
' Gen, Tinker in Air Service 21 Years.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
If the Japanese have been uneasy 
about the scope.of American sub- 
marine operations there is no com- 
fort for them in the appointment 
of Admiral Chester W. Nimitz as 
commander of the United States 
Pacific fleet—Nimitz is an old 
“pigboat” man. 

His first command, back in 1909, 
was a submarine flotilla, and he 
has seen considerable service with 
the “pigboats” since, including sev- 
eral months of experience under 
combat conditions in the “World 
War. 

Admiral Nimitz is 56 years old, 
three years younger than Admiral 
Husband E. Kimmel, whom he suc- 
ceeds as fleet commander, He has 
a quiet manner and is not easily 
ruffled, but associates say he is 
withott fear. 

Navy circles credit him with rare 
ability in picking capable subor- 
dinates; likewise with great tech- 
nical skill. They also say that, 
while he is slow to commit himself 
to a course of action, he is sure of 
himself once he does. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia; of the House Naval Committee, 
says he is a man of forceful char- 
acter, splendid judgment and plen- 
ty of courage. 

Commanded Battleship Division. 

Admiral Nimitz is a wiry Texan 
and weighs 160 pounds for his 5 
feet, 11% inches. He plays a good 
game of tennis and during the sea- 
son he is a familiar figure on the 
courts at the -Army and Navy Club 


many years his junior. 

His service record is this: Gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy and 
commissioned an ensign in 1907; 
promoted to junior lieutenant and 
then senior lieutenant in 1910; liev- 
tenant commander in 1916; com- 
mander in 1921; captain in 1927, 
and rear admiral in 1938. 

Before becoming chief in 1939 of 
the Bureau of Navigation — the 
Navy’s personnel department—he 
was commander of Battleship Divi- 
sion One of the fleet’s battle force. 

The Admiral lives. here. He has 
three daughters and a son, Chester 
Jr. a lieutenant in the Navy. 

Gen. Emmons’ Aviation Record. 

The designation of Lieut. Gen. 
Delos C. Emmons as commander 
of the Hawaiian Department of 
the Army marks the first time an 
American air officer has been 
given full command of field oper- 


ations, although the Germans often 
have made such appointments.

Gen. Emmons, 53 years old, com- 
manded the eighteenth composite 
wing and was air officer of the 
Hawaiian Department until July, 
1936. In March, 1939, he was 
brought from March Field, Cal. 


and appointed commanding gen- 


eral of the General Headquarters 
Air Force, vnich has since be- 
come known as the Combat Air 
Force to distinguish it from. the 
air corps which is primarily inter- 
ested in procurement and training. 

He was born at Huntington, W. 
Va., Jan. 17, 1888, graduated from 
the West Point in 1909 and was 
commissioned in the infantry. He 
was a Brigadier General and wing 
commander as early as 1936. When 
ks became commanding general of 
the GHQ air force he was a Major 
General.. He was promoted to 
Lieutenant Genera] Oct. 25, 1940. 

He has been executive officer in 
the office of the chief of the Air 
Corps, and. .cutive officer for the 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air. 
He has been a general officer 
since his first appointment as a 
wing commander in June, 1936. 

Tinker Once in Constabulary. 

Brig. Gen. Clarence L. Tinker, 
named to the command of the 
Army’s air forces in Hawaii, is 
the son of the publisher of the 
first newspaper in Pawhuska, Ok. 
He was born in the Osage (Indian) 
nation near the Kansas line Nov. 
21, 1887. 

His father, Ed Tinker, started 
the Wakshashe News in Pawhuska 
years before Oklahoma became a 
state. 

Gen. Tinker’s early education 
was at.a country school negr Se- 
dan, Kan., and an Osage boarding 
school here. His father, once a 
member of the Osage Council, 
taught him the tribal tongue. He 
was graduated from Wentworth 
Military Academy, Lexington, Mo., 
in 1909. 

“When he was a boy, we talked 
often in the Osage language,” the 
elder Tinker said, “and he still 
speaks it fluently. “The last time 
I saw him—it was in Denver not 
long ago—I talked to him in Osage 
and he replied the same way.” 

Gen. Tinker once served as a 
lieutenant in the Philippine con- 
stabulary. At 54, he is rated a 
command pilot and combat observ- 
er, and until yesterday was chief 
of the Third Interceptor Command 
at Tampa, Fila. He transferred 
from the Infantry to the Air Serv- 
ice in 1920, and learned to fly at 
March Field, Cal. 


Swiss Envoys: in Axis Capitals

,WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Swiss envoys in Axis capitals to- 
day took over diplomatic represen- 
tation of the United States in Ger- 


many, Italy, Japan and the satel- 
lite nations which followed Adolf 
Hitler into war. 

At the same time Dr. Charles 
Bruggmann, the Swiss minister 
here, assumed charge of German, 
Italian and Bulgarian interests in 
the United States, and W. Bost- 
rom, the Swedish minister, took 
charge of Hungarian and Ruman- 
ian interests. 

Don Juan Francisco de Carde- 
nas, the Spanish Ambassador, has 
taken over Japanese interests here. 

The State Department also dis- 
closed that Axis diplomats here, 
who have had ‘comparative free- 
dom of movement, hereafter would 
be confined to specified habita- 
tions. | 

Dr. Hans Thomsen, the German 
Charge d’Affaires, and members of 
the embassy staff, will be lodged 
in a hotel, instead of the embassy 
and their homes, until arrange- 
ments are completed to exchange 
them for American diplomatic rep- 
resentatives trapped in Germany 
by the war, ‘ 

American diplomats assigned to 
Berlin already have been lodged in 


a hotel at Lake Constance on the 
Swiss border pending their repatri- 
ation, according to available infor- 
mation. 

The State Department announce- 
ment explained that action in 
grouping the Axis diplomats in 
preparation for their. exchange 
was in accordance with interna- 
tional law and on “the basis of 
reciprocity.”

Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, has given Philippine Presi- 
dent Manuel Quézon a check for 
$10,000,000 for public relief and ci- 
vilian’ defense, it was announced 
today. 

(In Washington Filipino sources 
said. the $10,000,000 came from 
President .Roosevelt’s emergency 
fund, having been sent to the is- 


lands yesterday, at the same time 
it was announcéd that a similar 
allotment had been made to Ha- 
waii.) 

President Quezon in a radio ad- 
dress appealed to Filipinos for an 
all-out effort against the Japanese, 
especially by the populace behind 
the lines. 


“Situation Under Control.” 


“We are resisting effectively on 
all fronts and the situation is un- 
“Filipinos 
and Americans are fighting to- 
gether with signal valor under the 
command of Lieut. Gen. MacAr- 
thur, in whose courage and ability 
I have absolute faith.” 


Quezon urged a “business as 
usual” policy for the people and 
warned them against rumors ‘and 
propaganda being spread by the 
enemy or “fifth columnists” with 
the intent of breaking their mo- 
rale. 


Quezon told the Filipinos to have 
utter confidence in the Govern- 
ment and people of the United 
States “since they have carried out 
all promises they made and were 
carrying out the independence 
pledge when Japan attacked.” 

He cautioned against excessive 
zeal in dealing with enemy nation- 
als. 

Calls for Calmness. 

Quezon told the, Filipinos to be 
calm and confident. He said there 
would be much suffering and ex- 
pressed deep sympathy with the 
mothers who have lost sons and 
also with those who have lost 
members of their families and 
friends. : 

“But war is tragic, we must ex- 
pect all this,” he said. 

“We are fighting with America 
in defense of our liberties, for at- 
tainment of independence, in de- 
fense of freedom and justice every- 
where and for the right of all peo- 
ple to be masters of their destiny,” 
he added. “I have no doubt that 
in the end the victory will be on 
our side. 

“America with her unlimited re- 
sources and strength will come to 
our aid. Above all, I am confident 
that the God of justice, our Divine 
Father, is with us.”

Lippmann’s analysis of the 
situation should be read by every- 
one who wants to assist in the 
speedy Organization of this func- 
tion on sensible lines. His main 
point is that, up to this time, the 
so-called Office of Civilan Defense 
has been nothing but a ballyhoo 
and propaganda agency, With the 
declaration of war all this must 
go by the boa:d and we must face 
the very real working problems 
that lie in this field. Lippmann 
calls on us to exercise personal in- 
genuity and initiation in meeting 
the problem. I am attempting to 
answer that call here. 

While I am in no sense an ex- 
pert, I have had several unusual 
experiences with closely analogous 


ences ought to be of some value. 
In San Francisco Fire. 


As’ a very young. shavetail, 
through a series of accidents, I 
became Acting Quartermaster of 
the armed forces put in charge of 
the. devastated area of the San 
Francisco fire and earthquake. 
Here was a situation completely 
out of hand of the civil fire, police 
and médical authorities, The Army 
moved in, established martial law 
—which was absolutely essential in 
order to stop looting — set up 
shelters for the homeless, rolling 
kitchens and field hospitals, and 
in very short order had the situa- 
tion completely in hand, although 
these particular military units had 
never been called upon to per- 
form such a job before. 

What the Army did have there 
was organization and leaders with 
a full appreciation of the necessity 
for prompt and effective action and 
the initiative and intestinal forti- 
tude to take that action. 

In the World War, with no pre- 


|} vious experience, we had to set up 


a draft to mobilize millions of men 
overnight. This was effected 
promptly and efficiently by a very 
small nucleus of Regular Army of- 
ficers who were willing to take the 
responsibility and act promptly. 
That the effort was successfully 
executed no one has denied. Its 
success was primarily due to pass- 
ing the ball to the civilian leaders 
in each community and completely 
decentralizing the effort. By the 
same device, in the NRA, 2,785,000 
were put back to work in a Very 
few weeks, and purchasing power 
increased by more than $3,000,000,- 
000 at a time when public morale 
was almost at panic stage. 
Army Can Supply Leaders. 
Now the lesson of all this is that 
there is absolutely no limit to what 
the American people can do for 
themselves if, first, they are told 
what is expected of them so .that 


they fully appreciate their respon- 
sibility in the matter, and second, 
they are given sufficient authority 
to act. 

Lippmann points out that one of 
the main things wrong with the 
present setup is the confusion of 
military and civilian responsibili- 
ties. 

This confusion is understandable. 
The aerial bombardments and in- 
ternal sabotage which modern war 
conditions entajl completely alter 
previous concepts of the Army’s 
responsibilities. Civilians under 
Army supervision must perform 
functions which are purely mili- 
tary. This requires decentralized 
civilian effort supervised, co-ordi- 
nated and trained by central mili- 
tary authority. 

The Army can tell the civilians 
who have volunteéred for this work 
and are pleading for leadership who 
will do what and when, how, where 
and why to do it.

ERE are some exercises to

AM in receipt of a post card 

which asks a plain question, 

to wit: “Will you please give 
a cure for cold sores, and why 
are some people more subject to 
them than others?” 

Now this is a perfectly fair 
question and I am sure that it 
reflects the attitude of the publie, 
which i& that doctors know all 
about cold sores. ; 

They ought to. More or less 
everybody has cold sores. They 
are very simple affairs—at least 
to the extent that they never kill 
anybody. But they are trouble- 
some out of all proportion to the 
seriousness of their appearance, 
If there is anything that hurts 
worse than a cold sore, except 
having a baby or a kidney stone, I 
don't know what it is. So doctors 
should know the catise and how to 
cure them, That all seems per- 
fectly obvious, 

Unfortunately, the fact is th 
the medical profession knows noth- 
ing whatever about cold sores. 
They don’t know the cause of 
them, they don’t know how to 
prevent them and they don’t know 
how to shorten their course. 

I have before me a report of 
some doctors in San Francisco who 
found that every time they gave 
heat treatment or fever treatment 
to patients, a large group de- 


_ veloped cold sores. In a group of 


321 patients, 227 or nearly 71%, 
had cold sores when they took 
artificial fever therapy. Now if 
the doctors knew how to prevent 
it, they certainly would do so 
under these circumstances, when 
they had a mathematical expect- 
ancy of having cold sores develop 
in 71% of rp 


In most Xe the 7 stents the 
sores appeared twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours after the begin- 
ning of treatment. The average 
time of healing was seven to ten 
days. 

Cold sores may appear on the 
lips, cheeks, eyelids or inside the 
mouth, I think canker sores in the 
mouth are the same 4s cold sores. 
It is believed that cold sores are 
due to a virus or form of infecti 
which invades the nerve aanetia a 
the nerve going to the lips and 
tongue. It is because the nerve 
itself is affected that they hurt so 
much. 

It has been suggested on the 
basis of experiméntal work that 
smallpox vaccine will prevent cold 
sores. People who are susceptible 
to them will probably find it worth 
a trial to take smallpox vaccine 
several times as a matter of pre- 
vention of cold sores. 

x * * 

It is obvious from the fact that 
fever therapy will produce cold 
sores that they are in some way 
related to an increase in bodily 
temperature. So there is some jus- 
tification for calling them fever 
blisters. The reason they are 
called cold ‘sores is that they so oft- 
en accompany a common cold. 
Pneumonia is another fever in 
which they almost invariably make 
their appearance. 

In the observation recorded 
above, 80 per cent of patients de- 
veloped them after the first treat- 
ment, 13 per cent after the sec- 
ond, and 3 per cent after the third, 
and after a third attack the recur- 
rence was negligible. So a certain 
amount of immunity develops,

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MUSICAL - JOBS KEEP HIM BUSY. 


By Clarissa Start 


HEY used to bill Ernst Hares 
Tes “The Welsh Boy Organist” 

when he was a regular weekly 
feature at Loew’s State Theater 
back in the days when every movie 
house had a matser of ceremonies, 
a line of choral kickers, and an 
ogranist who played late popular 
tunes and directed the audience in 
singing them. When talking-and- 
singing movies came in, talking- 
and-singing stage shows went out, 
there being just so much room for 
sound in a theater, but, after tak- 
ing a few years out for readjust- 
ments, Hares was right back at 
leading people in song, although in 
a slightly different way. 


Now the possessor of the pon- 
derous title, “Supervisor of In- 
strumental Music and High School 
the St. Louis 
Public Schools,” Hares’ most re- 
cent bit of conducting came at the 
teachers’ convention, when he di- 
rected 1500 clear-voiced high-school 
singers and an 85-piece high-school 
orchestra, in “Musica Missouri- 
ana,” a pageant based on Missou- 
ri’s mfisical heritage, which he had 
also compiled. Critics called it a 
personal triumph” for Hares, but 
he gave entire credit to the young 
musicians and singers. 


“As I stood in that pit,” he said, 
“the enthusiasm generated on the 
stage was more powerful than the 
lights. They’re wonderful, those 
youngsters are. Their boundless 
energy, the exuberance with 
which they tackle things, is breath- 
taking.” 

It’s more than likely that the 
enthusiasm that grade and high 
school students feel toward music 
today is something they caught or 
copied from their supervisor, for 
since former organist Hares took 
over the position 10 years ago, the 
boundless energy with which he’s 
tackled his job has been breath 
taking. A short and slightly roly- 
poly man with a sprig of a mus- 
tache—just three weeks old—he is 
@ nervously restléss person, walk- 


- ing up and down the room, filling 


and refilling a pipe that never gets 
cold, and, in general, giving the im- 
pression of someone who'd rather 
be constantly at work than sitting 
idly by. 

An interview with him leads 
from piano to record player, to his 
study, a small room lined with 
books and albums of records, along 
with signed photographs, pictures 
of bands, and, as if indicative of 
his variety of interests, a cross- 
stitched sampler, which reads, 
“Music is the Soul of Love” next to 
a blue-and-gold banner, which 
reads, “Hear Us On Okeh Records.” 

Hares was born in Wales, in 
Brithdir, which is outside the city 
of Cardiff, and he still has rela- 
tives in Great Britain, including six 
cousins in the R. A. F,

“Years ago when I was in the 
professional field, I used to like to 
talk about where I came from,” he 
said, “but now I think it’s more 
important to be a good American. 
However, I had my first music 
training in Wales. I studied piano 
and organ, harmony and counter- 
point; at Cardiff University. I also 
played in a lot of concerts, was ac- 
companist for the Apollo male cho- 
rus, which sang everything that 
could be sung, and won two na- 
tional competitions, or “eistedd- 
fods” as they’re called there. Be- 
sides that, I was mixed up in ora- 
torio from childhood, because in 
Wales every little town of 2500 or 
3000 will present two or three ora- 
torios a year. They’re conducted 
by men who call themselves ama- 
teurs but whose work is a product 
of beauty. 


“T came to this country when I 
was a young man, 16-years-old, 
with a concert company, the Royal 
Welsh Singers. We _ traveled 
around, doing long engagements 
and one-night stands, and had a 
lot of fun. Two things,” he chuck- 
led, “impressed me most in Ameri- 
ca. One was the beautiful churches 
in even small towns, and the other 
was the fact that you could buy 
such big magazines for a fickle. 

“I worked in several fields of 
entertainment, from Chautauqua to 
concerts and went into theater 
work by accident. I was playing 
for a concert in Pennsylvania 
where they were opening a new 
theater. The theater organist be- 
came ill and they asked me if I'd 
stay over and play for them, so I 
began playing at theaters in the 
East and then came to St. Louis 
to Loew’s State. Work as an or- 
ganist was very interesting . and 
one of the saddest things to me 
is to think of all those beautiful 
organs in theaters not being

played.” 

In 1929, “the era of . sound,” 
Hares discovered that organists 
were going to have as much trou- 
ble getting employment as a lot 
of other peopic, so he went to 
Chicago to study. He’d gotten his 
master’s degree at Michigan Uni- 
versity previously and thought 
with some additional study he 
would make musical education his 
work. In 1931 he came to St. Loitis 
to supervise music at Soldan High 
School, and in 1937 took what he 
terms his “first downtown job,” 
supervising all instrumental music 
in grade and high schools and 
choral music in the high schools.

At one time, as much for his 
own amusement as for any other 
reason, Hares sat down and listed 
the duties of a supervisor of mu- 
sic. They filled a single-spaced 
typewritten page, and could no 
doubt fill a book, but listing only 
a few major ones, they include or- 
ganizing a program of mugic in- 
struction throughout the hools, 
supervising a _ staff, conducting 
conferences, issuing bulletins, req- 
uisitioning materials and review- 
ing bills, recruiting and assigning 
music teachers, auditioning profes- 
sional artists for school concerts, 
directing scholarship auditions, 
furnishing programs for clubs and 
charitable institutions and organiz- 
ing pageants like “Musica Mis- 
souriana.” 

“It also helps,” Hares admitted, 
“to be a stage Manager, showman, 
diplomat, and public relations 
counsel.” 

Musical interest under Hares’ 
supervision has grown greatly. 
From a band consisting of a hand- 
ful of Soldan students, he has built 
an all-school band of 800 instru- 
mentalists, an orchestra of 400, 
and says he could furnish a chorus 
of 1000 voices—‘“and I mean peo- 
ple who can really sing.” Musical

Not that Hares is an anti-ath- 
letics musician. At one time at 
Soldan, the entire football team 
was part of his glee club, “proving 
that boys who are interested in ath- 
letics are also interested in cul- 
tural things.” Broadminded in his 
musical tastes, he encourages love 
of popular music, band music, in 
fact any music among his students. 

“Wouldn’t I be a dope,” he says, 
irately, “to try to tell them that 
Beethoven’s Fifth is the only— 
positively the o-o-only music in 
the world? Why the kids would 
come to class holding their noses, 
and I wouldn’t blame them. 

“I don’t believe music is some- 
thing that should be put in moth 
balls, something to hear only when 
you’re all dressed up, for social pur- 
poses only. If it doesn’t give you 
a thrill or a new thought or com- 
fort or understanding, it isn’t 
worth anything. Music should 
bring pleasure, whether it’s opera 
or barbershop singing. As for the 
latter, you have only to look at 
the faces of the participants, and 
you feel that if anything could 
make four men that happy, God 
bless it. 

“I feel the important thing is 
for young people to love music, 
and when a kid will carry a 26- 
pound sousaphone around at a 
football game, it has to be love. As 
for me, I love the kids as much as 
I love music, and that’s saying a 
lot.”

At this point declarer 
probably would have finessed for 
the heart king except for the fact 
that East, on discarding to the 
fifth spade, had gone into quite a 
huddle. And, since an unsuccessful 
finesse at this point, that is, one 
that would lose to the blank king 
of hearts, would mean a two-trick 
defeat, declarer decided that the 
better play at match-points was to 
go right up with dummy’s ace. To 
his delight, the king fell and nine 
tricks were made. 


Going back to the beginning of 
the play, East had pounded away 
at the club suit for one trick too 
many. After holding two clubs he 
should have seen that whether or 
not West had the club ace, there 
was no hurry about a club lead. 
East himself had stoppers in every 
suit; if future .developments 
proved the desirability of a club 
continuation, it could always be 
made. The more pressing duty was 
to start another suit. If declarer 
had both the king and jack of dia- 
monds, East’s queen was trapped 
anyway. If West, however, had 
either of those valuable honors, a 
diamond lead would be highly ad- 
vantageous. Thus, after holding 
two clubs, East should have shift- 
ed to the ten of diamonds. 


West, however, was also at fault. 
It is conventionally proper, in 
most cases, to show whether the 
original lead was from a four or a 
five card suit. In this case, how- 
ever, West should have refrained 
from encouraging a third club con- 
tinuation. Having opened with the 
six spot, he should not have played 
the deuce to show a five-card suit. 
He himself was entryless and, with 
the ace marked in declarer’s hand, 
there was no point in encouraging 
partner to lead a third round of 
clubs.

Why Do We Call it “Corned Beef?” 

Two readers write in inquiring: 
The first, “why do we call it 
‘corned’ beef?” And the second, 
“does corned beef get its name 
from the fact that it used to be 
eaten a lot by the Cornish people?” 

“Corned” beef means salted beef, 
and that is why it is so-called. 

The term “corned” is the verb 
form deriving from the noun corn, 
which stems from the identical 
Anglo-Saxon word meaning a 
kernel or single seed, being logical- 
ly applied, in this sense, to a small, 
hard particle of sand, gunpowder 
or salt. 

“Corned” beef, therefore, as may 
be surmised, gets its name, not 
from the Cornish people with 
whom, for all we know, it may 
have been a favorite food—that 
played no part in its cognomen— 
but from the manner in which it 
originally was cured; that is to 
say, by the use of salt corns.
